^-horsepower outboard engine and bore Arabic markings similar to those 
ound on a previous terrorist dinghy. 

The latest incident follow’s last month's interception of a terrorist vessel 100 
nites off the Israel coast, in which 20 terrorists were killed and eight 
aptured. 

The IDF spokesman also revealed that security forces have uncovered 
everal terrorist groups responsible for a long series of attacks in the Jenin,

BONN. - West German President 
Richard von Weizsaecker yesterday 
said that the Nazis* extermination of 
the Jews was too wide-scale for Ger- 
mans living at the time to have been 
ignorant of it. 

In a VE-day speech at the Bundes- 
tag, Weizsaecker also said the Ger- 
mans have an obligation to remem- 
ber the Holocaust and to respect 
Jewish feelings, and that reconcilia- 
tion with the Jews depends on such 
remembering. 

Weizsaecker* s speech was de- 
scribed by Jewish sources in Bonn as 
a gesture of good will without prece- 
dence in the 40 vears since World 
Warn. 

Weizsaecker’s own Christian So- 
cial camp displayed strong demands 
to “close the account** with Ger- 
many's Nazi past. His remarks are an 
important counterweight to the visit 
by President Reagan ro the German 
war cemetery at Bitburg. which has 
strained the German-Jewish rela- 
tions and has given rise to anii- 
Jewish sentiments in Germany. 


Weizsaecker said: “We honour in 
particular the six million Jews who 
were murdered in German concen- 
tration camps... The genocide 
against the Jews is without prece- 
dence in history... Every German 
was witness to what Jewish citizens 
bad to suffer... w’ho could remain 
unsuspecting after the burning of 
synagogues, the lootings, the stigma- 
tizing with the Jewish star, the denial 
of rights, the incessant desecration 
of dignity? He who opened his ears 
and eyes, who wanted to be in- 
formed, could not help knowing that 
deportation trains were rolling. The 
imagination may have not sufficed to 
grasp the kind and scale of the exter- 
mination. 

“In reality, however, the crimes 
were accompanied by the attempt of 
too many people, including those of 
my generation, who were young and ■ 
did not lake part in the planning and 
carrying out of the events, to ignore 
whai was happening. There were 
nv»n;. n ays to have one's conscience 
distracted, not to be responsible, to 
look away, to keep silent.

BEIRUT (Reuter). - Lebanon's 
Moslem leaders have told 
Syrian-backed Palestinian 
groups they will not be allowed 
to launch Katyusha attacks 
against Israel from South Leba- 
non. 

Political sources said yesterday 
that this was made dear to delegates 
of the newly established leadership 
of the Damascus- based “Palestinian 
National Salvation Front’* who ar- 
rived in Beirut on Tuesday. 

The five-man team's most impor- 
tant talks were with Nabih Bern. 
Minister of State for South Lebanon 
and leader of the Shi'ite militia 
Amal. which has taken over much of 
the south from departing Israeli 
troops. 

The team also met Prime Minister 
Rashid Karameb and Sunni Educa- 
tion Minister Selim Hoss. 

The sources said the Lebanese 
emphasized there should be no re- 
turn to the situation before Israel's 
1982 invasion of Lebanon, when the 
PLO controlled mainly-Moslem 
West Beirut and South Lebanon. 

In particular, the launching of 
Katyusha rockets from South Leba- 
non would not be permitted, the 
delegation was told. 


The Palestinian delegation, repre- 
senting Svrian-backed’PLO leaders 
opposed to Yasser Arafat, included 
Ahmed al Yamani (Abu Maher), 
secretary-general of the front, and 
representatives of the five groups 
making up the front - George 
Habash's Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine (PFLP). 
Ahmad Jibrifs PFLP-General Com- 
mand. the Syrian-controlled as 
Saika, the Popular Struggle Front 
(PSF) and rebels from^Arafat’s 
mainstream Fatah group. 

The sources said the talks centred 
on the status of camps housing more 


than half the 245.000 Palestinian 
refugees registered in Lebanon and 
on coordination between Amal and 
the anti-Arafat front. 

The Lebanese leaders emphasized 
that maintenance of security in the' 
camps is a Lebanese responsibility, 
the sources added. 

Syria, which backs Lebanon's 
Moslem militias, is anxious to stop 
Arafat regaining control of the 
camps. Amal wants to consolidate its 
control of South Lebanon, whose 
largely Shi'ite population would be 
hurt by Israeli reprisals against ter- 
ror. 


Rabin: ‘Others must protect Christians’

HAIFA. - The cross of protecting 
the Christians of South Lebanon will 
have to be borne by others. Israel 
will bear only the blue and white 
shield of David.* Defence Minister 
Rabin said here last night. 

"Israel has only one interest, the 
security of its northern border and 
population without a permanent 
IDF presence across the border... 

“While we grieve for the tragedy 
of the Christians in Sidon there Is no 
moral justification for risking the life

Despite Amal warnings 

IDF gains recruits to SLA and militias

REIHAN, Lebanon. - Amal has so 
far failed to torpedo Israel's 
attempts ro enlarge the South 
Lebanese Army and to set up village 
militias in the security zone. But 
sources here indicated that there 
may be a showdown after the IDF 
pulls back in a few weeks. 

Military sources in the area told 
visiting reporters that Amal has been 
trying to assert its control over the 
area Israel vacated and has been 
sending messages to the residents of 
the security’ zone saying it is near by 
and that it would “not welcome" 
their cooperation with Israel.

Christian refugees crowd into Shi’ite town

AL KHIAM. Lebanon. - Some 
3,000 Christians who fled a Moslem- 
Palestinian onslaught on their homes 
east of Sidon have found refuge in 
this Shi'ite town east of Marjayoun. 

Classes in the local school have 
been suspended to make room for 
the refugees. Residents said they 
were extending the hospitality be- 
cause they themselves were refugees 
for several years before returning 
here. 

The refugees here and the esti- 
mated 14,000 more elsewhere in the 
security zone have been a drain on 
local supplies, and notables com- 
plained yesterday that foodstuffs 
were scare. 


main- 


Israeli military sources 
tained. though, that the complaints 
were grossly exaggerated. 

At a supply room near the local 
church in Klea. Abdullah Daher 
pointed at eight sacks of rice and 
several sacks of sugar, saying ihey 
were not enough for the 1,500 re- 
fuels who were to collect them. 
There are only 18 gas burners for all 
of the refugees, he complained. 

This town's mayor. Kamal Daoud 
told reporters there was no water, 
electricity, flour and meat. It is diffi- 
cult to bring supplies from the north, 
he said, because even when it is 
allowed workers must unload the 
trucks, have the goods examined and 
load them again. 


While military sources confirmed 
that there had been a shortage of 
goods and that merchants had suc- 
ceeded in selling commodities which 
had been on their shelves for a lone 
lime, they insisted the shortages 
were temporary. 


Sgan-Aluf (Lt.-Col.) Danny Tza- 
dik. the deputy head of the Civil 
Administration said the Israeli au- 
thorites. the Red Cross . Middle East 
TV and Christians in Nazareth had 
contributed several tons of flour and 
powdered milk, as well as sugar, oil. 
meat and hundreds of blankets. 

**We know there are considerable 
quantities (of foodstuffs) on the re- 
fugees’ shelves which they are leav- 
ing aside for even worse times." he 


said. "Every’ day more supplies ar- 
rive so they really lack nothing.” he 
added. 

Military sources said they hope 
that the reopening of crossings to the 
north would also help end the shor- 
tages. The sources said the crossings 
had been closed temporarily to give 
Israeli units in the area time to 
reorganize after the recent pullback.

100,000 in Meron for Lag Ba’Omer fete

SAFAD. - In an unusual Lag Ba'Omer event. 
Rabbi Barucn Abuhatzeira. son of the late Moroc- 
can spiritual leader and faith-healer Baba Sali. 
yesterday sold three $1 bills he had autographed 
for between IS1 million and IS 1.5 million each. 

Abuhatzeira. known as the Baba Baruch and 
himself venerated as a “miracle-worker.** au- 
ctioned the bills during Lag Ba'Omer celebrations 
in Safad. He also sold five books he wrote and 
autographed foT IS500.000 each, and gave his 
blessing to those who bought the items. 

Lag Ba'Omer. which began yesterday at sun- 
down, breaks the traditional semi-mourning be- 
tween Pessah and Shavuot and marks the end of a 
plague in which Rabbi Akiva's students died in the 
sfecoiid century. According to some opinions, the 
students actually fell fighting the Romans during 
the Bar Kochba revolt, and Lag Ba’Omer is 
viewed by some as the day of a Jewish victory. 


Kabbalists regard the day as the anniversary of the 
death of Rabbi Shimon Bar-Yohai, regarded as 
the author of the Zohar. 

Over 100,000 celebrants gathered by yesterday 
near the tomb of Rabbi Bar-Yohai in Meron, and 
dozens fainted in the heat. Some 700 police and 
Border Police, 40 police patrol cars and a police 
helicopter guarded the event, which was to reach 
its peak with the lighting of the traditional Lag 
Ba'Omer bonfire near the tomb last night. 

The celebrations began around noon yesterday 
with the carrying of an ancient Tora scroll from the 
home of the Abu family in the Old City of Safad to 
Meron. This was the 152nd consecutive year that 
the. scroll was carried .on, this path to mark the 
holidays. Among those participating in the pro- 
cession were Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz and 
Knesset Members Aharon Nahmias (Alignment) 
and Avner Shaki (National Religious Party). 

The halaka the traditional ceremony in which 


three-year-old hassidic boys have their first hair- 
cut, is to take place in Safad and Meron today. 

Numerous trees in the Rishon Lezion area were 
destroyed yesterday by children gathering wood 
for Lag Ba’Omer bonfires. Municipal inspectors 
caught many children with axes and saws, and 
filed complaints with the police. 

The World Zionist Organization said yesterday 
that it expects thousands of Ethiopian immigrants 
and veteran Israelis to participate in its “Time for 
Love" celebration today in the Lavi forest in the 
Galilee. 

The Habad Hassidic movement said yesterday 
that it would hold children’s processions ih dozens 
of ‘towns and settlements ^^ay. to. mark, the 
holiday and “arouse the children.and those who 
see them to observe the commandments.”

Bonn denies selling arms to Saudis

Abducted Briton’s wife 
gets tape of his voice 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). - 
The American wife of a British re- 
porter kidnapped in Beirut in March 
while working for the UN has re- 
ceived a videotaped interview with 
him that indicates he is well, a UN 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Journalist Alec Collect, 63, told 
his unidentified, off-camera inter- 
viewer that he was in good health, 
receiving medicine for diabetes and 
had not been threatened, the official 
said. 


The spokesman said the tape, run- 
ning longer than 10 minutes, was 
mailed to New York from Switzer- 
land and gave no hint as to Collet's 
captors or the circumstances in 
which the interview was made.

“The task is not to get over the 
past.. .the Jewish people remember 
and will always remember. We seek 
reconciliation. Precisely for this 
reason we must understand that 
there can be no reconciliation with- 
out remembering. The memory of 
millionfold death is a part of the soul 
of every Jew in the world, not only 
because humans cannot forget such 
an atrocity, but because remember- 
ing is a part of the Jewish religion. 

“If we, on our pan, wished to 
forget what has happened... we 
would thereby destroy the starting 


point of reconciliation. 

“He who makes a judgement ab- 
out the situation in tbe Middle East 
should remember the destiny which 
Germans prepared for their Jewish 
fellow-humans and which caused the 
creation of the state of Israel under 
circumstances that are a burdem on 
the people of that region until to- 
day.” 

Weizsaecker also called on the 
Germans to be tolerant towards 
minorities, political adversaries and 
those groups which had been perse- 
cuted by the Nazis. He added that 
Germany wants peace with the 
Soviet Union.

HAIFA. - A 2. 5-metre- long shark 
was caught by a trawler near here 
yesterday morning.

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon declared: “On the 40th 
anniversary of the defeat of Nazi 
Germany the State of Israel grants 
commemorative citizenship to six 
million of our brothers who were 
exterminated in the Holocaust.” 
Navon signed a proclamation 
granting the posthumous honour 
and awarding honorary citizenship 
to non-Jews who helped Jews flee 
and hide from German soldiers. 

“The six million are a child who 
dreamt of a slice of bread and never 
lived to see it. a mother who wanted 


to hug her child and never lived to do 
it, a father who sought to protect his 
son.” Navon told the crowd of 3,000 
which stood in silence to hear the 
proclamation. 

“An ancient people, wounded and 
persecuted, today gathers its dead 
and grants them the earth of Israel,” 
Navon said. 

The rally was also addressed by 
New York Mayor Edward Koch, 
and U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis. 

West German Ambassador Niels 
Hansen yesterday said the majority 
of Germans feel a responsibility for 
the death of the six million. 

Hansen laid a wreath in the name 
of West German President Richard 
von Weizsaecker at Yad Vashem. 

“We Germans do not want to 
forget (the Holocaust) and... we feel 
responsible for it. Regardless of the 
generation.” Hansen said on Israel 
Radio. ’‘It's my conviction that this 
opinion is shared by the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Germans.” 


Mapam tables no-confidence vote over Ata

Mapam yesterday submitted a 
motion of no-confidence in the gov- 
ernment, charging it has failed to 
handle the Ata problem, thus en- 
dangering the livelihoods of 
thousands of families. 

The motion charges that Prime

Council of Europe committees to visit

Tbe second com- 
mittee. of states which are not mem- 
bers of the council, is to deal mainly 
with Soviet Jewry and is to meet 
Russian immigrants. 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian and 
Moslem militiamen fought a string of 
gunbattles along Beirut's “green 
line" yesterday, but a fragile cease- 
fire appeared to be taking hold after 
11 days of fierce clashes in which 
police said 77 people were killed. _ 

President Amin Jemayel met with 
government leaders and army com- 
manders in a bid to cement the 
ceasefire, the 29th announced since 
sectarian fighting broke out in the 
capital on April 28. 

Prime Minister Rashid Karameh. 
told reporters after talking with 
jemayel at the President's palace in 
suburban Baabda that he had “great 
bopfe of success" and restoring sta- 
bility in Beirut. 

“It is the duty of all of us to help in 
bringing about the dismantling of the 
demarcation line, the reopening of 
crossings and the withdrawal of 
armed elements,” he said. 

Jemayel, under mounting press- 
ure from Syria to end the bloodshed, 
has seen his authority undermined as 
militias ignored his efforts to halt the 
fighting. 

With Karameh's government split 
along sectarian lines, there was little 
sign any of the militias faring each 
other across a shell-battered waste- 
land, sometimes only metres apart, 
are ready to pull back. 

The “security committee,” made 


up of officials of the army and three 
main feuding militias, called for the 
dismantling of barricades at the 
flashpoint museum crossing on tbe 
“green tine” dividing Christian east 
Beirut from the Moslem west side. 

Reopening the museum crossing 
was part of the ceasefire agreement 
reached on Tuesday by the commit- 
tee. The accord also called for the 
militias to withdraw with their heavy 
weapons from the 5km “green line.” 
But when bulldozers were sent in 
yesterday. Christian and Moslem 
fighters opened up with sniper fire 
and rocket-propelled grenades, en- 
ding the abortive attempt. 

The Christian “Voice of Leba- 
non” radio said Moslem gunmen 
fired first as the bulldozers tried to 
flatten street-wide earthworks on 
the Christian side. The Moslems 
charged the Christians fired first. 

All six crossings between east and 
west Beirut remained closed yester- 
day. Druse fighters on die Moslem 
side at tbe museum crossing started 
building their earthworks higher. 

A Druse militia officer, echoing 
the deep suspicions among the fight- 
ers about Jemayel's hopes of getting 
both sides to withdraw, warned: 
“They (the Christians) have 
tanks, as long as they keeptbe tanks 
on the demarcation line, we won’t 
allow the road to be opened.”

Beersheba dentists seek help 
with Ethiopian immigrants

BEERSHEBA. - A free dental-care 
programme for Ethiopian immig- 
rants here may fail to get off the 
ground if volunteers are not found 
soon to help the immigrants get to 
' the dentists, one of the 15 dentists 
invoked in the project iota The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

“Several months ago. a group of 
Beersheba dentists examined and 
, X-rayed 450 Ethiopian immigrants, 
75 per cent of them children, at an 
absorption centre,” the dentist, who 
asked not to be identified, told The 
Post. 

They discovered that while-most 
of those examined had dental prob- 
lems, they were on the whole in 


better condition than their Sabra 
peers because they had not grown up 
on a western-style sugar-rid), car- 
bohydrate diet, the dentist said. 

Today, however, when the den- 
tists want to follow up their initial 
examination with necessary treat- 
ment. at their own expense, a prob- 
lem arises: lack of people at the 
absorption centre able to accompany 
the immigrants to the dental clinics 
all over town. 

The Action Committee for Ethio- 
pian Immigrants, working with the 
local chapter of the Association for 
American and Canadian Immigrants 
( AACI ), will coordinate efforts to 
. solve the problem by getting volun- 
teers to help the Ethiopian immig- 
rants get to the dentists by bus the 
first time, so they will know the way.

June will be test 
for the economy

Despite April's 6 per cent drop in 
unemployment, the true test of the 
government’s remedial measures 
will come in June, Labour Minister 
Moshe Katsav yesterday told work- 
ers at the Rim furniture factory in 
Jerusalem. 

“June will be the critical month to 
judge our success,” said Katsav. The 
minister pointed out, however, that 
a recent survey of employment 
opportunities in 17 localities 
throughout the country found that 
some 4,500 workers could be 
absorbed in existing industries. 

From high-tech optical fingerprint 
scanners to high quality r ladies* 
underwear, Katsav sampled the vari- 
ety of Jerusalem Industry on a tour of 
five factories in and around the 
capital. The tour was arranged over 
a month ago by the Jerusalem Eco- 
nomic Corporation. 

Although billed as a non-political, 
get-acquainted visit for the minis- 
ter’s benefit, the timing of the tour, 
less than a week before the Histadrut 
elections, explained the presence of 
three Likud candidates for the Jeru- 
salem Labour Council. The three 
dogged the minister’s steps through- 
out each plant, avidly shaking hands 
with workers. 

The tour included the El-De com- 
pany, which manufactures security 
devices, including a computerized 
optical scanner for identifying per- 
sonnel by their fingerprints; Bor- 
deaux, which produces frilly ladies' 
underwear and sleepwear, almost 
exclusively for export; Efronot 
Yerushalayim, the well known 
manufacturer of pencils and other 
writing implements; and Misbor 
Adumim Industries, a defence plant .

Witness claims role 
in Pacific island plot 


NAZARETH (Itim). - A narcotics 
trial in the district court here took a 
strange turn yesterday when one of 
the witnesses related how he had 
spent three years in an Australian 
jail for his involvement in a bid to 
overthrow the regime in Timor, a 
large island in the Malay Archipela- 
&>• • 

Yehuda Elmaliah. a self- 
confessed heroin addict serving a jail 
sentence for drug smuggling, told 
the court that he was sent to Timor 
by the Australian government in the 
late 1970s. He was at the time living 
in Australia and held Australian 
citizenship. 

But. Elm aliah continued, the Au- 
stralians refused to acknowledge the 
mission, fearing the political reper- 
cussions. And when he returned to 
Australia, he was brought before a 
“kangaroo court” on charges of con- 
spiracy. gun-running and illegally 
leaving the country. 

Elmaliah. who said he was jailed 
for his part in the incident from 1978 
to 1981. insisted that he sincerely 


believed in the right of the Timorese 
to independence. 

As for his testimony in tbe current 
trial, in which Zobar Kobi, his 
brother Tamir Kobi. and Doron 
Hannuka are facing several drug- 
trafficking charges. Elmaliah 
claimed that he had used his Austra- 
lian passport to smuggle in 1.2 kilos 
of heroin from Pakistan to Israel last 
August. 

He related that the heroin, which 
he picked up in Karachi for $7,000, 
had been so skillfully hidden in a 
seated cigarette carton that he had 
.passed through customs checks at 
Karachi. Athens and Ben-Gurion 
Airports without arousing suspicion. 

He had then passed on two-thirds 
of the quantity in Israel, keeping the 
remaining third for his own use. he 
said. 

Elmaliah. whose testimony has 
resulted in the recent arrest of sever- 
al Tiberias drug dealers, got seven 
years in jail for his part in last year's 
heroin-smuggling caper. 


New rectors elected at TAU and HU 


Raps government 
for B-GU difficulties

BEERSHEBA. - Robert Amow. 
the new chairman of the board of 
governors at Ben-Gurion University- 
of the Negev ftertf. "says that' the' 
university’s financial difficulties are 
noi the result of poor management 
but rather of a last minute govern- 
ment cutback. 

The university was severely criti- 
cized by the State Comptroller's 
Office some weeks ago. 

“Only in October did we gei word 
that the government was holding 
back S5 million out of our expected 
operating budget, and so we put 
together a package plan whereby the 
government, the university and rhe 
associates of B-GU would each put 
up a third of that sum,” Amow told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

B-GU cut some 58 million off its 
budget by cutting staff, heating and 
planned expansion before it opened 
the academic year two weeks late 
last November. 

Amow. a real estate tycoon who 
was president of the American 
Associates of B-GU for the past 
three years, called the government’s 
pronouncements on the need for 
developing and populating the 
Negev. **lip service.” He pointed out 
thar “we don’t have a zone- A classi- 
fication here for science-based and 
high-technology industries.” 

Currently many of the university's 
graduates, especially in the en- 
gineering sciences, are leaving the 
Negev. (The Post has learned, for 
example, that a special bus lakes 55 
engineers to Ashdod every morning 
to work in a sophisticated electronics 
plant.)

Jerusalem Post Staff 
Prof. Yehuda Ben-Shaul was 
elected rector of Tel Aviv University 
last night. He is to replace Prof. 
Yoram Dinstein in August. 

Ben-Shaul, a professor of biology, 
is involved in cancer research. 

The senate of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem yesterday 
elected Prof. Amiion Pazi of the 
Mathematics Department as rector. 
Pazi. 49. will replace President Dan 
Patinkin who last week made a bid to 
remain rector for another year. 

Patinkin. who has served as rector 
since 1982, failed to get the required 
66 per cent of the votes in the 
assembly, to which all faculty be- 


long, and was therefore replaced. 

Patinkin’s failure to get the 
needed votes was seen as an express- 
ion of tbe deep rift that has de- 
veloped between the humanities de- 
partments and the medical school on 
the one hand and the rector's office 
on the other. They have accused 
Patinkin of having discriminated 
against them in the allocation of 
budgets and of having instituted a 
"publish or perish” policy with re- 
spect to foreign publications. 

Patinkin will remain in his position 
as president of the university, a posi- 
tion that has been consistently held 
by the rector since the two offices 
were merged in the 1950s. 


Nil to adjust methods of rate-calculation 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

National Insurance Institute con- 
tributions from self-employed per- 
sons will be calculated on the basis of 
90 per cent of their income for this 
vear and 100 per cent beginning in 
1986. 

In deciding on this yesterday, the 
Knesset Labour and Social Affairs 
Committee also voted to instruct the 
Nil to adjust the seLf-employcd’s 
dues four times a year instead of 
semi-annually, as at present. 

As for payments by the Nil to 
accident victims, and »o burial 
societies for funeral charges, these 
will henceforth be linked to the aver- 
age national wage on a month-to- 
nionth basis. The committee thus 
overruled the government, which 
had wanted these payments pegged 


to last month's average national 
wage with the addition of the month- 
ly cost-of-living increments for the 
remaining months of tbe year. 

The minimum wage which will 
require workers to make monthly 
Nil contributions was lowered from 
35 per cent of the average national 
wage to 25 per cent. The contribu- 
tions of high earners will continue to 
be calculated from a ceiling of three 
times the average national wage - 
earnings beyond that figure will not 
be included. 

In fiscal year 1984 the National 
Insurance Institute collected some 
IS640 billion, about IS595b. of which 
came from wage earners and which 
represents approximately 98 per 
cent of the total possible collection.

(CemtimKd from Page One) 
over a good many pages, where 
many other names were mentioned, 
beginning with secretaries and en- 
ding with the prime minister, Shahal 
said. 

Even if the allegations were true, 
Shahal asked how was the present 
government involved? Whatever 
happened took place during the Be- 
gin government. Why a motion of 
no-confidence in the Peres govern- 
ment? 

Shahal said that Weizman was 
Tehiya's sworn enemy. This was a 
clear case of settling political 
accounts, he charged. 

Shahal noted that another Tehiya 
Knesset member, Rafael Eitan, in a 
recent Moked television programme 
had said (in connection with the 
proposal that the Lebanon war be 
investigated} that everything that 
had happened in the state since 1 WS 
should be studied by a committee of 
inquiry: education policy, health 
policy, economy policy, and all the 
wars that were fought. 

“Rafol's mountain brought forth 
Geula's mouse,” Shahal said. 

“You have a reputation fof fair- 
ness,” Shahal said to Cohen. Then 
why, he asked, had she not asked for 
an investigation into a large con- 
tribution obtained in the U.S. by a 
certain professor? (The reference 
was to Yuval Ne’eman.) 

What should be looked into was 
the purpose for which the money was 
to be used and whether the Bank of 
Israel bad gramed a permit, Shahal 
said. There should be even- 
handedness in demanding inquiries, 
be said. 

As for the no-confidence motion, 
he said, there was no case to answer. 

Among the points made in the 
debate were the following: 

Amira Sartani (Mapam): Tehiya 
and some in the Likud fear any 
progress in the peace process and 
will do all they can to extinguish any 
spark of a chance of a meeting of 
minds. 

Uzi Landau (Ukud-Herut): The 
initials of “E. W. ” that appear sever- 
al times in the book promt to Weiz- 
man as the leaker. Weizman’s refus- 
al to comment is puzzling. His credi- 
bility and good judgment have been 
challenged. 

Shnlamit AJoni (Citizens Rights 
Movement): The motion makes a 
force of the Knesset. If a crime was 
committed, the matter should have 
been referred to the attorney- 
general. Tehiya regards anyone who 
tries to contribute to die advance of 
peace as a traitor and a foreign 
agent, 

Mattityahu Peled (Progressive 
List for Peace): Tehiya's object is to 
blacken Weizman’s name and to 
neutralize him and all his initiatives. 

Mordechai Virshubski (Shinui): 
Tehiya’s motives are obvious,. What 
i^.more worrisome^ Yi^akSha- 
mir’s demand, on the baas of gossip 
in an old book, for a police investiga- 
tion - to sabotage the possibility of 
peace arrangements. 

Menahem Porosh (Agudat Yis- 
rael): Before appointing an inquiry 
committee on what Weizman said or 
didn't say, there is need to investi- 
gate the murder and blood libel 
against (pre-state Agudat Yisrael 
spokesman) Jacob de Haan. 

Rafael Edri ( Alignment): The real 
reason for the motion was Tehiya’s 
determination to block any political 
breakthrough, at least until Peres's 
two years are up. There are ministers 
here whose colleagues pulled them 
by the nose into war. But Weizman is 
being charged with having pulled bis 
colleagues towards peace.

A WISE CHOICE. 
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Reagan, Gorbachev trade charges 
as VE Day is remembered in Europe 


LONDON. - The superpowers 
traded charges of warlike intentions 
yesterday as they and other wartime 
allies marked the 40th anniversary of 
victory over Nazi Germany. 

Remembrance of the end of 
World War II in Europe in May, 
1945, included the laying of wreaths, 
religious services and quiet private 
recollection and mourning by mil- 
lions. 

But solemn commemoration was 
matched by speeches recalling post- 
war mistrust and rivalry in a divided 
Europe between the Soviet Union 
and its wartime western allies led bv 
theU.S. 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
accused Moscow of upsetting the 
nuclear balance by developing the 
multiple-warhead SSX-24 missile, 
which he said was intended to strike 
first and could evade detection. 

“In doing this, the Soviet Union is 
undermining stability and the basis 
for mutual deterrence," he told the 
European Parliament in Strasbourg 
yesterday. - 


In a separate letter to Soviet lead* 
er Mikhail Gorbachev, recalling the 
joint struggle against Hitler, Reagan 
said they should work to the goal of 
eliminating nuclear weapons. 

Gorbachev countered by charging 
the U.S. with threatening world 
peace. 

“American imperialism is at the 
forward edge of the war menace to 
mankind." Gorbachev said in an 
hour-long speech yesterday in which 
the U.S. was the chief larger. 

He made an indirect attack on 
Reagan's visit this week to the Bit- 
burg cemetery, charging that there 
were leaders “who not only tried to 
justify the SS thugs but also paid 
respects and tribute to them.." 

Nevertheless. Gorbachev and 
Reagan pledged to work harder for 
world peace in telegrams exchanged 
late vesterdav. 

Both messages were cordial and 
cited the wartime cooperation be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the U.S. 

The telegrams were in marked 
contrast to the earlier speeches given 


by both leaders. 

The Soviet Union’s main cere- 
monies to commemorate V-E (Vic- 
tory in Europe ) Day are planned for 
today, including a military parade in 
Moscow’s Red Square. 

In Britain, Queen Elizabeth and 
2.200 politicians, foreign diplomats 
and service veterans attended a com- 
memoration service at Westminster 
Abbey. 

Over one thousand people, in- 
cluding many non-Jews, attended a 
service at the Holocaust Memorial 
Garden in London's Hyde Park, 
vesterday morning. Survivors of 
concentration camps joined senior 
Jewish .ex-servicemen in a wreath- 
laying ceremony. 

Diplomatic representatives from 
eight nations attended, including 
Polish and Czechoslovak attaches. 

Radio and television broadcast ex- 
cerpts from the victory speech of 
Winston Churchill and resurrected 
records by wartime favourites Glenn 
Miller and Vera Lynn. (Reuter. AP) 


More than 1,000 protest 
Reagan’s Visit to Strasbourg 


STRASBOURG, France (AP). - 
More than 1.000 peace activists, en- 
vironmentalists and several leftist 
members of the European Parlia- 
ment demonstrated in a city square 
yesterday to protest the visit of Presi- 
dent Reagan. 

They wore badges saying 
"Reagan Hands Off Central Amer- 
ica," “Reagan, No." and chanted 
anti-U.S. slogans. 

French scientist Bruno Escoubes 
addressed the crowd in the Place 
Broglie in front of the former city 
hall and criticized Reagan's plan to 
develop a space-based missile de- 
fence system, popularly known as 
Star Wars.” 

He said the plan is a deception and 
“will not work" because it is not 
possible to protect major American 
cities totally. Instead, he said, it 


would only tempt the Soviets to 
build more missiles. 

. As Escoubes spoke, other groups 
chained slogans ratting for popular 
war in Peru and against the military 
government in Chile. There were 
protesters against the Khomeini gov-, 
eminent in Iran and others waved 
banners that said peace in the Mid- 
dle East is not possible without the 
PLO. 

Three British Labour Party mem- 
bers of the European Parliament 
circulated in the crowd. West Ger- 
man Green Party members of the 
assembly, which Reagan was to 
address later, also were present. 

The Greens had scheduled their 
own protest an hour before the main 
demonstration, but cancelled it. 
apparently because they were not 
going to get a big turnout. 


Reagan arrives in Portugal 


LISBON (Reuter). - President 
Reagan arrived here from Stras- 
bourg last night to begin a two-day 
visit to Portugal at the end of his 
European rou.r.

Thatcher 
won’t release 
files on Nazis 

LONDON (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Thatcher has refused to release 
government files on Nazi war crimin- 
als Klaus Barbie, Gestapo chief of 
the French city of Lyons, and Josef 
Mengele, the concentration camp 
“Angel of Death” doctor. 

Thatcher rejected a call for the 
files' release from opposition 
Labour politician Reg Freeson in 

parliament Tuesday. 

She said there were “good 
reasons" for her decision, but did 
not elaborate. 

Last year the government spurned 
an American request for access to 
files on Barbie, who is said to have 
spied for the U.S. intelligence ser- 
vices in Germany after the war. 
There is controversy over the extent 
of his links with British intelligence. 

Barbie, known as the “Butcher of 
Lyons,*’ is in prison there awaiting 
trial for war crimes after being de- 
ported from Bolivia. 

Mengele is still at large. Israel has 
offered a SI -million reward for his 
capture. 



Colombo urged to recognize 
own terrorists, not just PLO

COLOMBO (LNA).- A Sri Lankan 
government minister has asked bow 
Sri Lanka and India can recognize 
the PLO which uses terrorism to 
achieve its aims, but deny recogni- 
tion to terrorist organizations in 
their own countries. 

Sri Lankan Rural Industrial De- 
velopment Minister S. Thondaman 
said the only way Sri Lanka can 
resolve its bloody ethnic dispute - 
with India’s help - is to recognize 
T amil separatist terrorist groups the 
same way it and India have recog- 
nized the PLO. 

“If the Sri Lankan government 


can entertain the PLO. which is 
committed to violence to achieve its 
ends, the government's position that 
it cannot negotiate with the Tamil 
terrorists because they have resorted 
to violence becomes a petty excuse," 
Thondaman said. 

Thondaman's statement has 
already drawn fire from the PLO 
office in Colombo, which said that 
Thondaman should not make com- 
parisons between policy on the PLO 
and that on the problems in Sri 
Lanka. The PLO accused Thonda- 
man, who is also head of a large 
trade union, of sending dozens of Ins 
trade unionists to Israel for training.

Ethiopian refugees to return to camp 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). - 
Thousands of people who were dis- 
persed from one of Ethiopia’s big- 
gest relief camps are expected to 
return in the next few days, a top UN 
representative here said. 

Ethiopian leader Mengistu Haile 
Mariam was quoted by a UN spokes- 
man this week as saying he had not 


approved of the dispersal from camp 
Ibinat and would take appropriate 
action against local officials re- 
sponsible for the action. 

The UN’s Kurt Jansson said he 
was certain those who left Ibinat to 
return to their homes in Gondar and 
Wollo provinces had been given 
enough food to last for 10 days. 


CAIRO (AP). - The government 
has gone to court to clean up The 
Thousand and One Nights , arguing 
that racy passages in the Middle 
Eastern classic are a threat to Egyp- 
tian youth. 

The Interior Ministry has charged 
three booksellers with misde- 
meanour violations of pornography 
laws by printing, importing and dis- 
tributing the unexpurgated version 
of the classic. It has seized 3,000 
copies from the shops. 

Although a decision by the court is 
not expected before May 19, the case 
already has caused an uproar among 
scholars and intellectuals who fear 
the government move was prompted 
by Islamic extremists. 

“ The Thousand and One Nights as 
a literary document has the right to 


exist unchanged because of its his- 
torical significance," Anis Mansour, 
a retired magazine editor and prom- 
inent intellectual, said. 

“My fear is that if we continue to 
confiscate obscene words from our 
literature, it will not stop there.” be 
said. “It will move to poetry, swim- 
ming suits, alcohol, and step by step 
it will lead us to become another 
(Islamic) fundamentalist state." 

Ministry officials say they have 
nothing ag ains t well-known parts of 
the classic such as the adventures of 
Sind bad the sailor, Ali Baba and 
other characters known to children 
around the world. 

But portions of The Thousand and 
One Nights include graphic sexual 
descriptions and such stories as the 
adventures of three young girls who 
pick up and seduce a poor porter. 


Kanak youth shot dead in New Caledonia fighting 


NOUMEA (Reuter). - A Melane- 
sian youth was shot dead and at least 
72 people were injured in clashes 
between militant Melanesians, 
known as Kanaks, white settlers and 
riot police in the New Caledonian 


capital of Noumea yesterday, secur- 
ity sources said. 

Hundreds of riot police and gen- 
darmes. were called in to quell the 
fighting and the authorities reim- 
posed a curfew lifted only last week - 


At least 11 more blacks killed 
in new South African unrest 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Resi- 
dents and migrant workers in a black 
township east of here fought with 
hatchets, knives and rocks yester- 
day, killing at least 11 men. witnes- 
ses and an official said. 

Police blamed the fighting on 
rivalries between tribal groups, but 
residents said bloodshed came after 
clashes between migrant black work- 
ers and resident blacks, and said the 
hostilities erupted over differences 
on bow to confront white-minority 
rule. 

Charles Maix, chief director for 
black affairs for the area, said the 11 
were killed in fighting that began 
Tuesday night in Tsakane township, 
23 kilometres from Johannesburg. 
Police and the army moved in to . 


separate the combatants at midday. 
By late afternoon, soldiers aboard 
armoured-personnel carriers 
escorted buses that were evacuating 
about 3.000 migrant labourers out of 
the township. 

Asking not to be identified for fear 
of reprisals, they said the migrants 
who live in hostels, were angered 
after residents set fire to a hostel 
beer hall last week. 

In nine months of anti-apartheid 
rioting, younger blacks have attack- 
ed beer halls and liquor outlets as 
symbols of white domination. Many 
young blacks blame alcohol for their 
parents’ failure to stand up to whites. 
Government liquor outlets provide 
income for white-run township 
ad minis tratio ns. 


Lebanese occupy embassy in Stockholm 


STOCKHOLM (AP). -Twenty-five 
Lebanese immigrants occupying 
Lebanon's Stockholm embassy said 
Tuesday night they would go on a 
hunger strike until they were 
allowed to talk with Prime Minister 
Olof Palme about a peace plan for 
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Lebanon. 

“All attempts to enter the embas- 
sy by force will result in a blood- 
bath,” the Lebanese occupiers told a 
Sweetish news agency in a telex mes- 
sage during the night. 

Stockholm police said yesterday, 
however, that there were no plans to 
forcibly intervene and that they had 
detailed only two officers to watch 
over the occupied embassy. 

The protesters, apparently Christ- 
ian Lebanese, bad been occupying 
the embassy .since last Friday and 
-^cW»tbeff^ex : they wamed-totalk 
with Palme about “a direct Swedish 
effort” to resolve disputes in Leba- 
non. 
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Kangaroo rustlers 
keep Aussies 

hopping 

SYDNEY (AP). - Kangaroo rust- 
lers are staying one jump ahead of 
the law in a lucrative border-hopping 
racket that has forced the price of 
pelts up by 60 per cent, Australian 
wildlife rangers say. 

Almost 2 million kangaroos are 
killed each year by licensed shoo- 
ters. Rangers could not estimate 
how many kangaroos have been kil- 
led by rustlers because of difficulties 
in patrolling 800 kilometres of bor- 
der between New South Wales and 
Queensland. 

Wildlife officers estimate the kan- 
garoo population at between 20 and 
40 million. 

Border raids in New South Wales 
are made possible by Queensland's 
system of monitoring and managing 
kangaroo shooting. 

The kangaroo, traditionally used 
as pet food and valuable for its hide, 
has been approved for human con- 
sumption and some 12,000 tons of 
meat are expected to be exported to 
Europe annually. 

Court orders firm 
to hire fat woman 

ALBANY (Reuter). - An over- 
weight woman yesterday won a rul- 
ing from New York's top court that 
office-equipment maker Xerox 
Corp. had no right to refuse her a job 
because of obesity. 

Catherine McDermott, a 1.6 
metre, 112 kilo mother, sued Xerox 
after company doctors told her in 
1974 that she would have to lose 41 
kilos to get a systems-analyst job she 
had been offered. 

The New York State Court of 
Appeals ordered Xerox to hire 
McDermott, 67. but she was quoted 
yesterday as saying she does not 
want to work for the corporation and 
expects to negotiate a settlement. 
She had sued for S100.00Q.

J HOW can modem medical technic 
’ ■* ques help observant Jews to fulfil 
JTjiv - their religious oblation to have 
daOdreiu when such techniques con- 
tradict fundamental beliefs? 

Jo December 1983, a 32-year-old 
Orthodox Jewish male, a highly suc- 
cessful Los Angeles businessman, 
. sought our help because of his inabij- 
. jty to impregnate his wife after 
„. approximately 18 months of mar- 
riage. His wife had been checked by 
her gynecologist and found to be 
fertile. 

The husband's medical history 

- .. was entirely normal, including his 

ability to have and to maintain an 
t . erection, frequency of intercourse, 
. etc. Following our standard proce- 
k . daze, the patient was asked to bring 
•r a semen specimen in a specially 
prepared vial, after three days of 
: - ' sqxual abstinence. The patient ex-

„ We asked the patient to consult his 
U - rabbi because producing a semen 
Vjr specimen in the face of apparent 
' infertility was basic to the evaluation 
, and, hopefully, the resolution of die 
! problem. The patient returned and 
said that, on religious grounds, he 
■ could not justify producing a semen

specimen for examination. ’■ 

We then proposed that the pa- 
tient's wife go to her gynecologist 
immediately after intercourse for a 
post-coital semen analysis, hi this 
procedure a small sample of semen is 
scraped from the cervix and ex- 
amined under a microscope for the 
presence or absence of sperm. The 
wife did this on several occasions, 
but the gynecologist reported “no 
sperm seen.’* 

The husband was then carefully 
questioned on his “coiral technique" 
and he assured us that be was con- 
ducting himself in the accepted man- 
ner. We again asked the patient to 
bring us a semen specimen in our 
specially prepared vial, because of 
the oddity of finding no sperm in the 
post-coital gynecological study. 
Again he declined to do this on 
religious grounds. 

At this point, the evaluation 
reached a dilemma. To carry the 
evaluation further would require a 
surgical procedure, ie., testicular 
biopsy and surgical isolation of the 
vas deferens (the tube that carries the 
sperm from its point of origin in the 
testicles to its point of storage in the 
se minal vesicle). I suggested he 
again consult the rabbi to see if some 
compromise was possible. The pa- 
tient, who was not an American, 


came with his European rabbi for a 
detailed consultation. 

I must interject here that the pa- 
tient was highly intelligent, and 
though be had no background in 
medicine, asked the most incisive 
questions and understood even com- 
plex medical imagery. His rabbi was 
no less intelligent. I explained the 
moral dilemma, as I saw it, to both. I 
said that though I respected their 
religious reservations about collect- 
ing a semen specimen by masturba- 
tion, I believed it was no lessa moral 
issue, since by not doing so, he was 
denying his wife the potential of 
becoming impregnated. 

There followed an extensive dia- 
logue between the rabbi and the 
patient on die relative merits of this 
moral issue. The rabbi suggested the 
patient use a condom, but puncture a 
small hole in its base, so that 
although most of the semen would 
be trapped by the condom, some' 
sperm could escape and impregnate 


his wife. The patient agreed and 
brought a specimen in a condom to 
our office. It was examined in our 
laboratory, and though the volume 
of the ejaculate was sufficient, no 
sperm was seen. Again we raised the 
issue of a "properly” collected se- 
men specimen, but die patient re- 
fused. 

We told him that under the cir- 
cumstances. he left us no choice but 
to proceed with surgical exploration 
- to which he agreed. The patient 
and his rabbi had no reservation at 
all about the risk of surgery under 
anesthetic to avoid the simple collec- 
tion of a semen specimen into a small 
sterile container in the privacy of his 
own home. 

The patient was subsequently 
admitted and underwent a testicular 
biopsy. The biopsy consists of re- 
moving a tiny portion of the body of 
the testicle and then examining the 
tissue for the presence of sperm. The 
testicular biopsy was found to be 


normal, and many mature sperm 
were present within the testicle it- 
self. This pathologic finding only 
added to the mystery of the case. 
The normal testicular biopsy indi- 
cated the normal production and 
maturation of sperm, but our inabil- 
ity to find semen in either the con- 
dom or the post coital specimen 
pointed to a defect in the transport 
mechanism between the testicle and 
the ejaculatory duct. 

Incidentally, if no sperm bad been 
found in a normally collected semen 
specimen in a sterile vile, we would 
have performed a simple test for the 
presence of fructose. If this were 
negative, ie.. no fructose identifi- 
able. we could have immediately 
pinpointed the diagnosis without 
further machinations. Since the pa- 
tient continued to refuse to give us a 
semen specimen, we had no choice 
but surgically to explore the patient 
for a second time to see if there was 
some point of obstruction to the flow 
of sperm from the testicle to the 
ejaculatory duct. The patient was 
reluctant to proceed with a second 
surgical procedure. But since he was 
determined to impregnate his wife, 
for both personal and religious 
reasons, he finally decided to pro- 
ceed with a second operation, about 
eight months later. 


The surgical exploration was car- 
ried out and. much to our surprise, 
we found a congenital absence of the 
vas deferens on both sides. This is a 
most unusual anomaly which occurs 
in approximately one in 10U.000 
males, and makes it virtually im- 
possible to impregnate the partner 
naturally. 

I fully explained this to the pa- 
tient. who was crushed by the news. I 
then suggested an experimental op- 
eration called alloplastic sperma- 
tocele, in which a collection recepta- 
cle is fashioned from tissues sur- 
rounding the testicle and the sperm, 
in theory, accumulates in this re- 
ceptacle. Approximately 30 to 45 
days after construction of this sperm 
receptacle, a needle is placed into 
the receptacle, sperm is withdrawn, 
and then the speim is injected into 
the cervix of the wife. In other 
words, artificial insemination utiliz- 
ing the husband's semen as a donor. 
Although still considered an ex- 
perimental procedure, it was the 
only option we could offer the pa- 
tient. He declined to have this done, 
saying that any artificial insemina- 
tion was "against his religious princi- 
ple." even using his own sperm. 

Early in the course of his treat- 
ment, I had suggested a so-called 
“pooled" specimen, by which a por- 


tion of his ejaculate would be mixed 
with a compatibly selected donor's 
ejaculate and then placed close to his 
wife’s cervix (capping technique). 
The aim of this method was to 
achieve pregnancy without knowing 
which of the “pooled” sperm was the 
true impregnating sperm. The pa- 
tient declined this method on the 
same religious grounds. 

A startling point of this entire 
issue is the extraordinary lengths this 
young, highly intelligent, highly suc- 
cessful and motivated 20th century 
businessman went to verify his fertil- 
ity. when a simple masturbated se- 
men specimen could have given us 
all the information in approximately 
five minutes, without the pain, the 
risk and the cost of two surgical 
procedures. 

• But is it better to deny the wife the 
ability to have children utilizing the 
modem techniques of alloplastic 
spermatocele, artificial insemination 
from a mixed semen pool or by the 
hu band’s semen alone, or is the 
moral issue of no indirect method of 
impregnation more important? 

In 15 years of practice, I have not 
come across a similar case..

Disability, for the purposes of the 
study, was defined as a child in need 
of special education services. The 
particular disabilities represented in 
the -study were deafness, minimal 
brain damage, and mental retar da- 

tiOD. 

“We didn't want the siblings of 
t disabled children to know that their 
brother's or sister's disability was the 
reason for onr interest in them,” said 
Zander, "because that in itself would 
have created a stigma.” So when 


Zaider got the names of the sibling of 
a disabled child from the authorities, 
he would ask the child's teacher to 
choose another child from the class 
■(one with no disabled siblings) for 
the control group. Both children 
were told thay had been chosen at 
random and the issue of disability 
was not mentioned. 

"My concern wasn’t the rela- 
tionship between the ’normal’ child 
and his disabled sibling," Zaider 
said, “but whether the non-disabled 
child suffers as a result of having a 
disabled sibling at home.” 

According to Zaider, this is the 
first such study done in Israel, and 
may be a pioneering study world- 
wide. Up to now, siblings of the 
disabled have been treated and stu- 
died only on the basis of their rela- 
tionship to the disabled child in the 
family, not as individuals in then- 
own right. 

Despite the lack of empirical stu- 
dies, there has been some specula- 
tion in the literature about what

happens to the siblings of disabled 
children. Some authorities say the 
normal child runs the risk of neglect 
by parents too busy earing for their 
disabled child. Others say the pa- 
rents tend to make unrealistic de- 
mands of their normal child to com- 
pensate for their "failure,” their dis- 
abled child. Some experts, to the 
contrary, believe the experience of 
growing up with a disability in the 
famil y makes the normal child more 
mature. 

What Zaider's study has shown is 


that children with disabled siblings 
are more poorly-adjusted than their 
age-mates. This was determined on 
toe basis of intelligence tests, tests of 
anxiety and self-image, and 
sociometric tests rating the chil- 
dren’s relative popularity in their 
dasses. 

The results also showed that chil- 
dren from Sephardic families with 
low incomes and education are in the 
greatest danger. Religious families 
were only marginally better able to 
cope than their non-religious coun- 


terparts. 

Contrary to the speculation in the 
literature, the study found that girls 
coped better than boys on average. 
It was assumed that girls, because 
they would be more likely to babysit 
and provide other services to the 
disabled child, would have the most 
difficulty. But the findings showed 
the opposite. Boys, since they most 
often run away from the problem by 
spending as much time as possible 
outside the home, are generally 
more anxious about disability and 
less able to cope with it. 

Children born after their disabled 
sibling are better adjusted than chil- 
dren whose disabled sibling was bom 
after them. 

Zaider explains this by pointing 
out that when a family with a dis- 
abled child decides to have another 
child it means they have come to 
terms with the problem. But when 
the disabled child is bom after his 
normal sibling, the sibling suffers 
shock waves of the famil y crisis. 


Won’t these conclusions spur 
some parents to put their disabled 
child away in an institution, or not 
have other children after the dis- 
abled child? According to Zaider. 
these thing s do not have to happen. 
“The first thing we have to do as 
professionals is to realize that the 
sibling of a disabled child is at risk 
and needs our help,” he said. 

Asked if this is the time to create 
new social services. Zaider said 
many activities can be taken up with- 
out additional budgets, while those 
requiring minimal outlays of money 
will more than pay for themselves in 
saved suffering. 

“For example, I will never again 
refer a child to special education 
without meeting at least once with 
the whole family. Convincing the 
mother isn't enough. The brothers 
and sisters also have to know what 
special education is. why their sibl- 
ing needs it and so forth. In some 
cases, where the possible damage to 
siblings seems to outweigh the be- 


nefit of special education, it might 
pay to seek other alternatives.'* 

Zaider recommends teaching 
basic facts about disability to all 
school children in the same way as 
they learn other school subjects. 
Special education schools and clas- 
ses should also be open to the public, 
including non-disabled children, he 
said. Sports tournaments between 
special education and regular 
schools, for example, would help 
both the disabled and the nondis- 
abled children, he added. 

“We are about (o organize a foot- 
ball tournament in Netanya between 
a regular school and a special educa- 
tion school, and we have reason to 
believe the special education school 
will win. If that happens , the dis- 
abled kids will get a fantastic boost 
and the non-disabled kids w01 start 
having a different attitude towards 
the child who is a slow learner or 
deaf or otherwise disabled. After all, 
we are bringing them up to live in the 
same society."

Near misses

THAT LAST winter and spring of 
German rule in the western part of 
Holland were full of fear, hunger 
and hope. Everyone, including the 
Germans, knew that liberation was 
only a question of time. 

For me. in hiding, the main thing 
was survival, which meant avoiding 
the many manhunts organized by the 
Germans. I had several near-misses. 

At the beginning of 1945, I was 
informed through the Dutch under- 
ground that a cousin of my father's 
was hiding in the village where I was. 
We made contact, and arranged to 
meet in the park on a certain after- 
noon. 

1 arrived early, and waited on one 
of the benches. It was a cold winter 
day, and quite dark. Suddenly, with- 
out warning, I was surrounded by 20 
black-uniformed Dutch Nazis. Their 
weapons were drawn. The leader 
came up very close, peered at me 
and said, “It isn't him.” Abruptly 
the group left, without even check- 
ing my papers. It took quite a while 
for my heart to stop its violent beat- 
ing. 

When my cousin appeared, neith- 
er of us had much heart for conversa- 
tion, and we very soon parted, each 
to his own hideout.

ON MAY 8. 1945. Shimon Klin, 
a native of the Polish town of 
Zdunska-Wola, was freed from 
Theresienstadt by the Russians. 
Several years later, he recorded 
his memories of the beginning of 
World War II for the volume of 
reminiscences published by the 
survivors of his home town. The 
following is a translation from the 
Yiddish of the opening section.

I confess I was surprised that ht 
didn't shoot me on the spot. Instead, 
he suddenly smiled, took my hand 
and introduced himself as Feldwebel 
Brauch of The military police. 
“O.K.." he continued, “you needn't 
cume with me, bui i want you to help 
me catch German deserters. Jews 
don't interest me. 

“Under no circumstances.'’ I re- 
torted. “First of all. I don't know any 
German deserters, and, secondly. 
I'm not collaborating with any 
Nazis.” "Think it over,” said the 
German, and meet me here tomor- 
row at the same time.” 

Naturally, I never showed up for 
that appointment. Considerably 
chilled - and somewhat mystified - 
by the encounter, I could scarcely 
believe I was still alive. 


RUMOURS THAT war will soon 
break out between Germany and 
Poland are becoming more serious, 
and more realistic, from minute to 
minute. They are nor just baseless 
opinions; they’re founded on real 
facts. 

First of all. the general mobiliza- 
tion is being carried out at terrific 
speed. Secondly, the -authorities 
have formed a local militia dressed in 
special uniforms and carrying 
batons. They can be seen running 
around wildly in almost every street*. 
Thirdly, the authorities have also 
organized local civil defence. 

This is in addition to the trenches 
that almost eveiy householder is 


digging in his yard and preparing ns a 
shelter. 

So it's no wonder that people are 
very nervous and walk around the 
streets with their heads down. The 
women run deliriously from one 
grocery shop to another, hastily 
buying and tilling their cupboards 
with anything they can lay their 
hands on. taking no notice of the fact 
that prices are rising almost by the 
hour. 

At Limping Yekutiel's grocery 
shop - he's a quiet, honest little man 
- it is very lively. Women, new and 
old customers alike, push and shove 
one another, demanding more and 
more commodities. There's a terri- 
ble panic in the shop. 

At Psotnik the baker, heavy sacks 
of Dour are being unloaded in a 


terrible hurry - the nervous horses 
refusing to stand still pulling the 
loaded carts backwards and for- 
wards. 

The local women are out in the 
street, looking on. and arguing 
among themselves about how much 
Psotnik will charge for a sticky, 
doughy loaf of black bread. They say 
they" haven't forgotten the First 
World War and how scarce and 
terribly expensive everything was 
then. 

That, and similar talk and argu- 
ments. could be heard in the streets 
and homes in our sterl, Zdunska- 
Wola. on the eve of .World War II. 


FRIDAY MORNING. September 
1 . 1 939. The radio has annouced that 
German troops have crossed the 


A FEW WEEKS later. I had to 
move on, to the town of Amersfoort. 
where the underground had found 
me a new hiding place. A Jewish girl 
who looked like a gentile accompa- 
nied me; we travelled on bicycles. In 
the suburbs of Hilversura. we were 
stopped by a German military police 
sergeant, and the following ex- 
change ensued: 

“Your name.” 

“Jan de groot” (this was the name 
on my false papers). 

“Where are you going?” 

“To Amersfoort.” 

“For what purpose?” 

“To work on a farm.” 

“I don't believe you, because you 
are a Jew. (To the girl) Do you know 
that being with a Jew is against the 
law? (Turning back to me) Come 
with me. The Gestapo will soon find 
out whether you are a Jew.” 


IT REMINDED me of another en- 
counter. back in the fall of 1944. 

I was travelling by train to a small 
village in the province of Noord- 
Holland. In Alkmaar, I changed to 
an old-fashioned local train with 
separate compartments. It stopped 
at every village. 

At one stop, a man entered our 
compartment, looked at all the pas- 
sengers. and barked. “Heii Hitler!” 
No one moved or reacted. Then the 
man smiled. 

“O.K.. I see there are no Nazis 
here, so we can go ahead and curse 
the Germans and tell jokes about 
them.” 

1 was about to get off. and began 
putting on my coat. “Don't get off.” 
the man told me. “This morning, the 
Germans were rounding people up 
at this station. Go on a bit further, 
and make your way from there.” 

I have no idea who that man was; 
he probably knew that I was a Jew. 
But I have remained ever grateful to 
him. 


Tea and liberation

THINKING quickly, I realized that 
1 had nothing to lose, and that bold- 
ness! was the only thing that might 
save me. So I told the German, who 
had drawn his pistol, that. I wasn’t 
going anywhere with him, adding in 
my best Rhineland German: “Now 


a Dutch neighbourhood. You know 
very well that your war is lost. A 
hundred pairs of hostile Dutch eyes 
are watching us. If something u *-* 


ABOUT A MONTH before libera- 
tion. the Germans conducted a 
house-to-house search in the street 
where I was hiding. They were look- 
ing for Jews and German deserters. 
The entire neighbourhood was com- 
pletely sealed off. Hidden in an attic, 
I could hear the shouts and orders. 

The voices got louder and louder, 
and had reached the next-door 
house, when suddenly I became 
aware of the sound of aircraft, and. a 
few seconds later, bombs falling not 
far away. The air raid sirens began to 
shriek and everyone, including the 
Germans; rushed into the shelters 
That was the end of the search. 

A month later, in May 1945, Ger- 
many capitulated, and l was free. 


IT WAS A CLOUDLESS day in 
early May. with a warm sun in the 
midday sky. Suddenly the tranquillity 
of our small German town in a 
remote comer near the North Sea 
was shattered by clanking and rumb- 
ling. 

Then we saw them, turning the 
comer from the main street into the 
market square: two ugly metal 
monsters, pointing long menacing 
barrels in slow arcs at every house. 
The first British tanks had finally 
reached that God-forsaken place. 
To me it was the most beautiful sight 
I had ever seen. 

Days earlier, my parents had 
miraculously reappeared, after 
many months in forced labour camps 
and other places of Nazi confine- 
ment. looking terribly thin and worn 
out. Luck and help along the wav 
had enabled my father to escape 
from his camp hundreds of kilomet- 
res away, find my mother and make it 
back, often just in front of the 
advancing Allied forces, with guns 
thundering in the background. 

When my mother was deported to 
a concentration camp. I was left 
behind on my own. and my parents’ 
only concern was getting back to me. 

A courageous local family had 
taken me in. spontaneously, thus 
sparing me the. “special cate’, " the • 
Gestapo *would havetproridSd';.. Had ! 
there been no one willing -to- look ‘ 
after me. An organized transport of 
“first-grade mongrels,” as we chil- 
dren of mixed marriages were railed 


in those days, was to have taken 
place at a later date, but the end of 
the war luckily prevented the imple- 
mentation of" that last cleaning-up 
operation. 

Nobody in town seemed to mind 
the sudden reappearance of my 
emaciated parents. Some people 
even tried to be friendly, including 
several who had been hostile to us in 
the past. After all. the end seemed 
only days away. 

We returned to the miserable , tiny 
attic room over the local cinema in 
which we had been forced to live our 
slowly collapsing lives for almost six 
years. 

MOTHER AND FATHER stood at 
the narrow window, tears running 
down their cheeks watching lorries, 
jeeps and soldiers slowly fill the 
square below. The tanks had taken 
up positions in front of a hotel. I 
mustered all the courage of my 12 
years, and derided to take a closer 
look. 

Slowly descending each step of the 
steep and narrow staircase, as if to 
prolong the long and eagerly awaited 
moment. I carefully opened the door 
to the street. Everything looked the 
same, yet unreal; as I walked the 
short distance to the square on wob- 
bly legs, I felt as if I were floating on 
asoft cloud. 

locals- wetd nowhfcnr in sight. 
Gone were the 'earlier cries of “We 
shall defend our town to the last drop 
of blood!” There was the brief flutter 
of a white flag on the church steeple. 


Also gone were the angry roars and 
rattles of low-flying fighter planes, 
charging suddenly out of the sky and 
firing at anything that moved. 

Several of the soldiers looked puz- 
zled as I picked my way around the 
parked jeeps, lorries and bundles on 
the ground. A timid, dark-haired girl 
with large brown eyes and a silly grin 
on her face was probably a strange 
sight in a region known to contain 
some of the best examples of the 
blond, blue-eyed master race. 

Then I came across the soldier 
making tea. I ran still see the black- 
ened kettle on hissing burner in the 
back of a large lorry’ and the grey 
eyes in the soldier's boyish face. He 
wore a clipped moustache over red 
lips, and held a teapot in his hand. 

It was then that the truth really hit 
me. These were English soldiers! 
The curiosity in the eyes of the 
teamaker turned to utter bewilder- 
ment as I finally managed to bring 
out a squeaky "guten Tag," and my 
tears began to flow.

total annihil ation that Nazi Ger- 
many has disseminated through the 
world. 

A week earlier - the last Friday 
night in the Sochaczower stiebl - we 
were still having heated discussions 
and arguments about the heavy 
military concentrations on both sides 
of the border. 

One of the things we talked about 
was our special worry over the young 
men from our- stiebl who were 
already stationed in Wielun. a small 
town very near the German- 
Polish border. Those young men. 
who had been forced to shave off 
their beards and sidelocks and were 
no longer able to observe the Sab- 
bath were now stationed on the front 
line, in danger of a German attack at 
any moment. 

Despite increasing proof that war 
between the opposing mobilizing 
forces was inevitable, there were still 
those who, in a characteristically Jew- 
ish way, were convinced that war 
could not possibly break out. In- 
cluded among these were some of 
our Sochaczower Hassidim. They 
believed that this concentration on 
both- sides of the border was just a 
threat used to extract political con- 
cessions.

NEXT MORNftfG. Sunday. 
September 3, the first war refugees 
appeared in Zdunska-Wola. They 
were Jews from Wielun, who had 
come empty-handed because their 
houses and other property had been 
destroyed by the massive German 
bombardment. They had just man- 
aged to get out alive, unable to take 
even their most personal belongings 
with them. 

What we were witnessing was the 
beginning of the end of the six mil- 
lion.

Mandelbaum paints himself as outsider in crisis

He wished, therefore, to deliver a 
rd. definitive version of those

usiv. 


T had been in Washington for the 
annual International Monetary 
Fund meeting, having left Israel on 
September 25," Mandelbaum told 
the commission on Tuesday. But, he 
said, he had remained in touch and 
knew of the worsening situation in 
the stock exchange, where the sell- 
ing of bank shares steadily 
worsened, despite a few days of 
relative calm in mid-September. 

Yesterday Mandelbaum’s account 
ran as follows: "I arrived back on the 
Monday evening - 1 prefer to use the 
days of the week rather than the 
calendar, in this case. (Monday was 
October 3, 1983. P.L.) On Tuesday 
morning I received a report and 
assessment from (Examiner of 
Banks) Galia Maor. 1 phoned the 
finance minister (Yoram Aridor) 
and told him that the situation was 
very bad. The issue was extremely 
urgent so I requested that the Min- 
isterial Economic Committee meet 
that day. I wanted a large devalua- 
tion immediately (to alleviate the 
selling pressure on bank shares). 

“But several of the ministers were 
opposed to such a move. The other 
possibilities were either a small de- 
valuation or none at all. It was 
agreed that a small devaluation 
would be worse than no devaluation , 
and therefore the minister was to 
appear that night on television and 
deny that there would be any de- 
valuation." 

(In August that year Aridor had 
reluctantly devalued by 7.5%, but 
this “mini-devaluation" bad not only 
foiled to quell the rush for foreign 
currency', bat had actually worsened 
it, as Mandelbaum and others testi- 
fied. P.L.) 

“Aridor's appearance did not 
help. The situation continued to de- 
teriorate. We (i.e. the Bank of Israel 
staff) met on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day to discuss it. Ezra Sadan (then 
director-general of the Treasury) 
phoned me and asked me to sit with 
the bankers. They wanted to con-

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tinue the regulation system and 
wanted us to grant them a monetary 
loan or credit window/ 1 
This point represents a change in 
Mandelbaum 's account of the pre- 
vious day. Then he said that the 
meeting had been held at the Treas- 
ury on that Wednesday (October 5) 
and that he had not attended be- 
cause “it was held’ under the eyes of 
the media, and I felt that that was not 
a suitable way to handle such a 
delicate matter.” 

He also noted in his first account 
that the bankers had come with the 
intention of obtaining the where- 
withal to allow them to maintain the 
regulation, and had no desire to stop 
it. “They wanted a large monetary 
loan - what they asked for, in the 
words of one of them, was ‘not a 
garden hose but a pipeline as big as 
the National Water Carrier.* ** Man- 
delbauzn said Tuesday. 

The governor's testimony yester- 
day continued as follows: “The next 
day (Thursday, October 6) I met 
with the examiner. Sbe had formed 
the opinion that the previous option 
(which had formed the basis of the 
Bank of Israel's policy until that 
time, P.L.) that regarded the con- 
tinuation of the regulation as a lesser 
damage than its immediate cessation 
- was no longer existent. She spoke 
very strongly in favour of stopping 
the regulation immediately, for 
reasons of the banks' stability (i.e. 
their solvency and continued exist- 
ence). I spoke to the Treasury. 

“On the next day - the exchange 
was closed, it being Friday, so there 
was no need to act the same day - 1 
went to the prime minister (Yitzhak 
Shamir) and explained to him the 
gravity of the situation. I was con- 
cerned above all that there should be 
no pressure on the Bank of Israel to 
grant the banks the money they 
wanted to continue the regulation. 

“I also spoke to Avraham Shapira 
(Knesset member, Che chairman of 
the Bank of Israel Advisory Com- 
mittee). Galia Maor phoned me and 
told me of the “arrangement” that 
was taking shape between the Treas- 
ury and the banks.” 

Mandelbaum then explained what 


terms the Bank of Israel, which was 
not a party to the "arrangement'' 
(whereby the government guaran- 
teed the bank shares, turning them 
into government dollar-iinked 
bonds), wanted to see incorporated 
in that agreement. 

In his earlier version. Mande- 
lbaum had spoken of a meeting of 
the whole senior management team 
of the central bank, on the morning 
of October 6 . after Maor had warned 
him of what was happening. 

At this meeting it has been de- 
cided to stick to the bank's policy of 
refusing to extend loans to the banks 
to enable them to continue the reg- 
ulation. If. on the other hand, they 
would present a plan involving de- 
regulation. the Bank of Israel would 
be willing to help rhem. This meeting 
did not figure in his amended version 
yesterday. 

But what is most striking about 
“The Last Days" - as seen by the 
governor of the Bank of Israel — is 
that he was not involved in the real 
action. 

The banks, apparently aware of 
where power lay. went to the Treas- 
ury on Wednesday. October 5. The 
discussions continued sporadically 
until the famous meeting of the 
heads of the banks and the Treasury 
at Aridor’s home on the night of 
October 6-7 - the small hours of 
Friday morning. 

The fact remains, though, that 
Mandelbaum was left out in the cold. 

However, the “arrangement'* is 
beyond the terms of reference of the 
commission. As Justice Moshe Be- 
jski said yesterday, when he moved 
the discussion back from the post- 
October 6 track that it had been on: 
“The matter of the arrangement is, 
at this stage, not our concern. Other- 
wise we would have to cast our net 
far wider." 

While yesterday's session was 
generally dull, after the fireworks of 
Tuesday, it was not entirely lacking 
in interest, as the following exchange 
shows: 

Judge Vardimus Zyler: “In your 
response to the draft of the State 


Comptroller's report (chapter 11) 
you said that until 1983 the Bank of 
Israel had insufficient information 
(abont the regulation). About the 
pre-Mandelbaum period there can 
be no complaints against you. But 
why didn't you introduce the data 
collection systems from the end of 
1981 (when he took office) or during 
1982. They began only in the period 
of Galia Maor as examiner of banks. 
Isn't it the case that it was her 
initiative, and not vours at all?” 

Mandelbaum: “I've already told 
you that in 1983 we entered stage 
two (of the withdrawal from regula- 
tion. as Mandelbaum had described 
it). In fact Messer received dear 
instructions from me. When Maor 
came there was tremendous progress 
in all these areas. But with Messer, 
too. there bad been ongoing audits 
since 1977. It wasn't only her initia- 
tive." 

Zyler then quoted an internal 
Bank of Israel memorandum from 
October 2. 1983 that complained 
that there wasn't enough informa- 
tion about Bank Hapoalim: ‘ “What 
is known is that the regulation is 
being done through a foreign com- 
pany which does not appear in 
Hapoalim's balance sheet.' Why 
didn't you ask for all the relevant 
information?'* 

Mandelbaum: “I gave clear in- 
structions to die examiners to collect 
all the information, without excep- 
tion."

TEL AVIV. - The share market 
moved ahead yesterday, but only 
thanksro the 1.

Treasury rapped on rumours

TEL AVIV. - The Federation of 
Israeli Chambers of Commerce 
yesterday denounced the Finance 
Ministry for allowing reports to 
circulate that the ministry intends to 
abolish all shon-teim investments 
and to de-link medium- and long- 
term ones. The steps were to be 
taken as a means of fighting infla- 
tion. 

The federation claimed that such a 
move would cause a financial tidal 
wave tn rim through the economy. 
There would be a rush to get out of 
shekels in any form, and to move 
into ihegaUy-beld foreign currency 
or into goods, it said. The result 
would be a severe blow to the bank- 
ing system, with a “black and gray 
financial market” assuming astrono- 
mical proportions, the federation 
added. 

There would also be a rush to buy 
goods, with merchants refusing to 
sell unless they could immediately 
pass on the money received, or un- 
less they could add a “protective 
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percentage" to the cost of "the goods 
to protea the value of their money 
until they could pass it on. it said. 

“If today there is a flight out of 
shekels into goods and foreign cur- 
rency. it will be insignificant in view 
of what will happen if the reports 
emanating from the Finance Minis- 
try prove true," the federation said.

LAST JUNE, some three weeks before the Knesset elections, 
the Supreme Court, sitting as the High Court of Justice, struck 
out the ban placed by the Central Elections Committee on two 
lists representing the extremes of the political spectrum - Rabbi 
Kahane’s racist anti-Arab Kach, and the Arab-oriented Prog- 
ressive List for Peace. The court’s opinion has not been 
delivered to this day, but it has been assumed that the main 

I reason for the decision was the absence of specific warrant in 
the law for the committee's action. 

Now the Knesset is being asked by Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim to supply, through two mutually supportive bills, the 
legal foundations for a future disqualification for such lists as 
Kach and the PLP. 

The PLP's Mattityahu Peled argues that Mr. Nissim's 
initiative is an affront to the Supreme Court, and should have 
been delayed at least until the tribunal has published its 
opinion. But the Knesset is a sovereign body, and it is not 
required to wait more than ten months for even the highest 
tribunal in the land to explain its decision in a leading case. 
Perhaps, indeed, the parliamentary debate, started on Tues- 
day, will prod the court into speaking up in the matter. 

But even if it turns out that the two bills - or, rather more 
likely, one of them - cannot be squared with the court’s view, 
that is not necessarily reason for the Knesset to withhold its 
approval. Under Israel’s constitutional system the Supreme 
Court cannot invalidate properly enacted legislation, while the 
Knesset is fully empowered to overturn Supreme Court deri- 
sions. 

The real question is, do the two bills serve the national 
interest in their overall purpose and in their actual design? 

It is hard to conceive of the bills being faulted bv either the 
right or the left wing of the present parliamentary majority for 
their overall purpose, which is to preserve Israel as a democra- 
tic. non-racist Jewish state. To that end. one bill, in the form of 
an amendment to the Penal Law. seeks to toughen up existing 
bans on racist incitement by outright proscription. This cannot 
reasonably be opposed by anyone besides Meir Kahane 
himself. 

The other bill, an amendment to Basic Law: the Knesset, is, 
however, problematic in some of its phrasing. It would 
disqualify from running in general elections any party list which 
incites racism: rejects Israel's existence as provided for in the 
Declaration of Independence; rejects Israel’s democratic char- 
acter. or offers a reasonable basis for suspecting that it will 
serve as a cover for the commission of illegal acts. 

In presenting the two bills to the plenum, Mr. Nissim made it 
dear that it is the rejection of Israel's existence “as a Jewish 
state” that is being prohibited. But then the missing words 
should be written into the bill, and their intent made explicit. 
Or is the idea here to ban the PLP, because it presumably 
favours the formal conversion of Israel into a bi-national state, 
while using ambiguity to spare those Jewish parties that call for 
the annexation of the territories without admitting that it would 
lead to the same practical result? 

Similarly, the prohibition on any denial of Israel's legitimate 
democratic character could easily apply not only to Kach but 
equally to Agudat Yisrael, which wants the state turned into a 
theocracy, and possibly even to the NRP. 

Most puzzling is the disqualification of any list that might 
offer cover for illegal acts. The true solution here surely lies in a 
severe trimming of present extremely wide parliamentary 
immunities. A mere undefined “reasonable basis for suspect- 
ing" that such acts will be committed cannot be allowed to be 
invoked by an elections committee made up of politicians, even 
with the Supreme Court breathing down their necks. 

It goes without saying that the edifice of Israeli democracy is 
entitled to take self-protective measures against moles plotting 
its destruction from within. But great care should be lavished 
on devising these measures, lest they themselves undermine the 
edifice.

Tomorrow Navon will again meet 
with Prime Minister Peres and Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i to discuss the 
SI i3 million that the Treasury says 
must be slashed from the Education 
budget. 

Intensive meetings yesterday be- 
tween representatives of the Educa- 
tion Ministry and the Treasury failed 
to produce a solution to what Educa- 
tion Ministry authorities termed “an 
unbridgable gap" between the 
5113m. the Treasury is demanding 
and the $53m. which the Education 
Ministry maintains is the maximum 
it can cut. 

The Education Ministry's finan- 
ci;ii di\i«on says that if the cut of 
>! l-*ni. i> implemented, no pupil, 
from kindergarten to matriculation, 
will he unaffected. 

Sherlin told the Knesset commit- 
tee yesterday that the budget trim- 
ming alternatives offered by the 
teachers' organizations are “imprac- 
li'.T'l." Among the alternatives prop- 
osed were eliminating certain extra- 
curricular activities and social wel- 
tru-e programmes, and shutting the 
Sports Authority and Educational 
Television. 

Committee chairman Nahman 
Raz appealed to the teachers to 
resume negotiations, and begged 
them not to disrupt the matriculation 
cNams. especially for pupils about to 
graduate. 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association announced yesterday 
that ils members will not give wTitten 
matriculation exams and will neither 
do the paperwork to close the cur- 
rent school year nor plan the coming 
one, 

This will mean that pupils will not 
receive report cards and that end-of- 
l lie-year exams will not be given. 


Shoshana Bayer, chairman of the 
association, said yesterday that the 
number of teacbers the Education 
Ministry wants to fire proves that 
teachers' willingness to postpone 
pay increases would not have been 
enough to prevent teachers from 
losing their jobs. 

Speaking for the teachers at the 
committee yesterday, Bayer blamed 
the crisis on the inability of the 
education minister to figure out a 
way of reducing the budget without 
infringing upon rhe rights of the 
teachers. Bayer told the committee 
that the teachers had twice in the 
past yielded on their pay demands 
without disrupting the matriculation 
programme, “and now the ministry 
is giving the public the impression 
that the teachers are to blame for the 
collapse of the educational system.” 
Navon also came under fire from 
Yitzhak Welber. secretary of the 
Histadrut Teachers Union, who 
said: “I have nothing more to discuss 
with a minister who blames all of his 
personal failures on the teachers and 
brazenly states that the crisis is due 
to the teachers’ having changed their 
minds twice about wage conces- 
sions.” 

Welber reiterated that his union is 
prepared to defer for one year re- 
ceipt of the benefits granted to 
teachers by the Etaoni Commission 
on condition that no teachers be 
dismissed and w’ages not be cut. 

Yitzhak Yaron, chairman of the 
Union of Local Authorities’ educa- 
tion committee, declared: “the 
Education Ministry’s credibility has 
dropped to zero, and every minute 
spent negotiating with them is a 
waste of time. No matter what they 
decide upon or agree to - they 
violate their obligations as a matter 
of routine.”

ONCE UPON a time strikes had a 
purpose. There was no legislation to 
protect the poor: the rich treated 
their underlings like farmyard anim- 
als. 

When underpaid labourers got 
together and stopped working - 
which meant undergoing the pangs 
of hunger - in order to make the 
profit-hoarding employer cough up a 
living wage, they were fighting a 
brave and praiseworthy battle. 

The world has changed, and so has 
the strike system. It is now a destruc- 
tive weapon, used for different 
objectives and directed against a 
different enemy. Previously the 
issue was fair shares. A factory made 
something for sale, the proceeds 
were divided. The capitalist got too 
much, the labourers too little. That 
had to be corrected. 

The correction seems to have been 
made, certainly in Israel. Proof? 
Israeli workers rarely strike against 
the capitalists. The agency they 
strike against is the state. The state 
took over a lot of activities from the 
capitalists in order to eliminate pri- 
vate profits. Thar makes no differ- 
ence to the strikers. 

In 1982 they shut El A1 down for 
half a year, though El A1 belonged to 
the srate and had no money, only 
deficits. The doctors struck land 
hunger-struck). Now hospital staffs 
other than doctors are striking. And 
school teachers. 

Against whom? We read in the 
papers this week: patients' bed-linen 
will not be changed, they will get no 
baths or other nursing care. No elec- 
tive surgery will take place. Ex- 
amination papers written by high- 
school children will not be marked. 


NOW THAT the sanctions and 
strikes of the teachers and nurses 
have subsided somewhat - at least 
temporarily - the university students 
should be next in tine to press their 
case. 

Their complaint is a simple one: 
Annual tuitions are being raised 
from S700 to S900 a year, which they 
claim is an intolerable burden. This 
sum does seem quite high, until one 
realizes that there are several score 
Americans studying medicine at Tel 
Aviv University who are happy to 
pay a tuition of about SI 5.000 a year. 

Although we have no solution for 
the teachers and nurses, we have 
come up with one for the university 
students. It will require, however, 
that each needy student work one 
day a year - which is not too much. 
He wiil earn not only the extra $200 
to complete his tuition, but also the 
entile 5900. or even more, if he is 
ambitious. And each student partici- 
pating in the scheme can also take 
pride in performing a sort of national 
service. 

The scheme simply consists of 
having these students hand out park- 
ing tickets, an area of endeavour 
quite low on police priorities. 

Each ticket will bring in $20, and 
there is no reason why a hard- 
working student cannot give out 45 
tickets a day; Tel Aviv is so rife with 
illegal parking that perhaps 90 tick- 
ets a day is realistic. 

In the goad old days a Kupat 
Holim doctor could see, diagnose 
and write prescriptions for that many 
patients a day. Writing out a ticket is 
certainly easier than diagnosing a 
patient. 

Even those readers who have for- 
gotten their multiplication tables in 
this era of pocket calculators can 
easily figure out that 45 times $20 is 
$900; and that 90 times $20 is $1,800. 
Not bad for one day's work. 

Of coarse, arrangements will have 
to be made with the police and 
municipality. But such a simple pro- 
cedure, even if one considers the 
legal complications the bread- 
hungiy legal profession will devise, 
should not take overly long. 

If only half the fines collected are

Who are the victims, rich profiteers?

re-plan the school system, which is 
its business after all. Small classes 
must be merged, less essential school 
activities reduced, school hours 
changed, redundant teachers dismis- 
sed.

That (and that 
alone) is not our business, sav the 


THE FUNNY thing is that in the old 
days the strike threat did have a 
planning function. Governments 
never interfered in business affairs, 
so economies were sluggish. By rais- 
ing the price of labour, the unions 
forced the bosses to step up produc- 
tion. in order to earn more money 
with which to pay higher wages. As 
labour became costly, employers 
mechanized. 

Today it is rhe other way round. 
Output is paralysed by massive and 
rigid cost structures, which are the 
unions' proudest achievements. 
Managements want, if not lower 
wages, at least some flexibility and 
mobility tin wage differentials, em- 


ployment, job allocation, mecha- 
nization). These two words - flex- 
ibility and mobility - are anathema 
to the unions. They prefer stagna- 
tion. 

The strike seems to be increasing- 
ly an instrument for freezing the 
existing situation and for preventing 
change, even positive change, even 
growth. Instead of promoting nego- 
tiation. it prevents or replaces nego- 
tiation. Experience shows that 
where there are no strikes, there is 
genuine negotiation because the two 
sides are evenly balanced and there- 
fore have to work out agreed solu- 
tions. 

Strikes take place where the work- 
ers are able to cut one of the nation's 
vital arteries: halting the supply of 
electricity or the collection of taxes 
or the provision of welfare to the 
needy. Unions with so much power 
do not need to negotiate: they table 
ultimatums. 

Those who continue to favour the 
strike system see it as a method of 
settling an issue in dispute. The truth 
is that it settles issues badly, but let 
us go along with its advocates and 
assume that the settlements axe good 
ones. The strike is in that case a 


technique fordedsion-makri%.rls'it 
not. as a technique, frantically clum- 
sy, wasteful, slow, costly, cruel and 
damaging? Does it not create bad 
blood? 

Think back to the El AI strike.

dren? Are we unable to organize our 
hospitals without denying medicaL 
care to the sick, and leaving people! 
needing surgery unattended? -* 

In this age of exact calculation' 
achieved instantly with the aid of; 
computere. anybody watching the : 
cumbersome collective-bargaining 1 
procedure at work must rub his eye; 
in disbelief. There can only be one; 
explanation for this antediluvian sur- 
vival: that union members enjoy the; 
labour dispute, the strike threat, the- 
walkout, the work stoppage - for its’ 
own sake, as an expression of group 
power, a distraction from the mono* 
tony of everyday work, a defiance of 
constituted authority, an exciting, 
flirtation with danger, and there is 
even possibly a touch, a small touch,- 
of sadistic pleasure? :

turned over to the students, their 
income will be enormous. A really 
needy student willing to work two or 
three days once a year will eam 
enough not only to pay his tuition, 
but even enough to join the affluent 
society. 

Asa matter of fact, if the money is 
so easy to come by. there is no 
reason why university professors 
should disdain hitting the pavements 
for a week or two each year, thus 
earning enough money to finance a 
trip around the world for them and 
their families. 

THE PROJECT could be meticu- 
lously organized. Students in the

humanities could do the actual writ- 
ing of tickets and those from the 
Recananti School of Business Admi- 
nistration could oversee their collec- 
tion. 

Nor will the matter of who works 
where be haphazard. Specialists will 
be trained in giving out tickets for 
double-parking in high-fine, tow 
-away areas: others for parking on 
sidewalks: others for parking all day 
at bus stops, etc. Each student will 
be given a definite “beat." 

For example, one student will be 
given the area in the vicinity of the 
police station in Rehov Dizengoff: 
another will get the area around the 
police station in Rehov Harakevet; a 


third in front of the traffic court, and 
so on. Another will ride a bus, get off 
at each station and write tickets for 
all cars illegally parked at bus stops. 
There will also be a supervisory team 
roaming the city to see that each 
person sticks rigidly to his beat. 

Additional income could be de- 
rived by charging for parking in the 
huge lot for students near Tel Aviv 
University. Cars will be charged 
according to their value. For exam- 
ple, a student who cannot afford his 
tuition, but drives a car valued at 
510.000 (how many year’s tuition is 
this?) will pay $3 a day for parking, 
or about $600 a year; students whose 
cars are valued at between 55,000 


and 510,000 will pay only 52 a day; ' 
and cars worth less than 55,000 will ' 
pay only 51 a day. Really poor; 
students, driving scooters, will be- 
exempt. ' 

Another source of income to be; 
tapped is imposing a special travel* 
tax on university students going 
abroad on vacations. This seems like ; 
a hardship, but since students get 
reduced plane fares, it will not be~an 
impossible burden. 

The only hitch in this scheme is 
Bar-Ilan University. Its students will’ 
demand a piece of the action. The; 
solution , of couse. is to give the Bnei ■ 
Brak and Ramat Gan franchise to . 
them. 

While this scheme solves the ad- ‘ 
tion problem; it will also do some- 
thing about the shortage of parking 
space, one of the greatest worries •• 
faring Israel today, a country living; 
on foreign handouts, but which still 
has enough money to fly in cars.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - When will the banks in Israel 
realise that currencies other than 
U.S. dollars are important? 

Recently . my daughter who works 
on a kibbutz in central Israel, was 
unable to change an international 
Canadian dollar money order into 
shekels at a bank, causing her a great 
deal of stress and inconvenience. 

Canadian dollars, British pounds 
and other foreign monies would, one 
would have thought, be welcome 
in Israel. Many Canadian visitors 
have experienced difficulties in this 
respect, forcing them to buy dollar 
travellers cheques and reducing in 
effect th(£ amount of money they 
would take with them to Israel be- 
cause of the exchange rate of Cana- 
dian and U.S. dollars. 

Perhaps the powers that be in the 
Israeli banking fraternity could 
advise their branches, particulary 
those off the beaten track, of the 


importance of their accepting and 
exchanging foreign currencies other 
than dollars. After all, tourism is a 
vital source of income for the eco- 
nomy , and the country cannot afford 
to snub its nose at visitors who do not 
have dollars. The potential financial 
loss could be very damaging and it 
does not enhance Israel’s image as a 
sovereign country when another 
country's currency is given such a 
priority in its day to day business.
